wrath of Katrina

I oftentimes wonder how 
I ended up here. It seems 
like only yesterday I was 
leaving New Orleans with 
all I could carry, fearful that 
the end was near, but hope- 
ful that it was all a bunch of 
reactionary bull. As I drove 
through Metarie on my way 
to my father's house, John 
Lennon was singing 
'Nobody told me there'd be 
days like these. ..Strange 
days indeed." 

Hurricane Katrina 

destroyed homes, killed 
thousands, ruined lives, and 
robbed people of their dig- 
nity. Thousands, upon thou- 
sands of proud people from 
New Orleans and the Gulf 
Coast now had to beg for 
food, money, places to stay, 
and help. And no matter 
how much help was given, 
more was always needed. 
No one could give enough. 

People had to stay in 
homeless shelters, eat 
MREs. and they could do 
nothing about their situa- 



enough to get a dorm room, 
but that didn't make me feel 
any better. I was like a dog 
at the pound. Sure, I had 
food and a roof over my 
head, but at any time, I was 
sure that could be taken 
away from me. 

But, there was light at 
the end of this tunnel of sad 
existence: Someone I loved 
very much lived here in 
Tuscaloosa and told me that 
I should move here. She 
said that there would be 
help here for me, and while 
it was not home, it was bet- 
ter than staying in the nega- 
tive hole I was stuck in. But 
it was like home: People I 
loved lived here. So I 
packed up all of my stuff 
and drove again and wound 
up in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and, thanks to the generosi- 
ty of Shelton State, I ended 
up going to school here. 

But my story is one of 
the few happy ones. For 
everything good that hap- 
pened to me, more people 
had it bad. Homes were 
destroyed, lives thrown into 
upheaval. I may have been

tion. I was lucky enough to 
have family outside of the 
city who would take me in. 
For months I didn't know 
what the status of my home 
or my city was. I had lost 
contact with so many 
friends, seen the destruction 
on the news, and felt aban- 
doned, lost, and scared. I 
eventually applied for 
school and was lucky 



okay, but I was still upset by 
the fact that others weren't. 
I could help only so much, 
and others who could help. 
it seemed to me. weren't. 
And now, a year later, one 
year too long. New Orleans 
and the Gulf Coast have 
become empty shells of 
what they were. 

Strange Days indeed.

After learning how not to 
take nature for granted, we 
broke into small groups to 
talk about ideas for the next 
year. 

Friday was a day 
reserved for fun. That morn- 
ing, after breakfast, we 



loaded buses and drove to 
Tunica, Mississippi for a day 
of learning and to give us a 
break from just sitting and 
listening. We arrived in 
Tunica around 11 a.m. to 
board the Tunica Queen 
riverboat for a lunch buffet 
and a boat ride. We were 
able to ride on the very river 
. that wreaked havoc 
many years ago. It 
gave everyone a 
chance to be closer 
together and to meet 
new people. 

Afterwards, we 
toured the River 
Museum. We saw a 
variety of things 
such as a 100 pound 
turtle, large catfish 
and bass, and the 
history of the 
Mississippi. There 
were old guns, a 
model of how the 
Mississippi river 
looked several years 
ago, and old instru- 
ments used in the 
creation of the 
Blues. From there 
we went to the 
Tunica Museum. 
We got the enjoy- 
ment of listening to a variety 
f music the state of 
Mississippi has to offer. 
Although Mississippi pretty 
much is the heart of the 
Blues, there are many other 
sounds of music it has to 
offer. Alter enjoying a won- 
derful rendition of music, 
we began to walk through 
the museum. We cot to see 



how the Mississippi people 
lived in the old days. There 
was an old TV, an old tele- 
phone, an old barber shop 
chair and even an old weigh- 
ing machine which a few 
people tried to use. There 
were also a few old gam- 
bling machines, but unfortu- 
nately they no longer 
worked (believe me, I tried). 
Also, a section was dedicat- 
ed to military heroes that 
came from Mississippi. 
After leaving the Tunica 
Museum, we drove about an 
hour away to The Crossroad, 
the birthplace of the blues. 
We got to go to Ground Zero 
and order something to eat if 
we desired. Many people 
chose to hang out there dur- 
ing the duration of our visit 
mainly because of its 
relaxed atmosphere and 
music. A few of us (mostly 
women) chose to go to the 
many shops around the area. 
There were many blues 
shops that some people went 
to and bought souvenirs. The 
shops were small and friend- 
ly with many things that 
were different from anything 
around here. Once again, we 
loaded the buses and left to 
go to the Hobson's 
Plantation to have a bar- 
beque dinner and to enjoy 
some wonderful music. The 
barbeque was cooked on 
"The Tractor." The food was 
delicious and the live music 
was even better. The best 
thing about the place besides 
the food and music was the 
sleeping quarters formerly 
called the Shack Up Inn. 
And they were shacks, small 
buildings that looked exactly 
like a shack would look with 
rusted roofs, old porches 
with torn up furniture on the 
outside and a few screened- 
in porches with hardly any 
screen. We were unable to 
go in because all of them 
were occupied. There was 
also the Cotton Gin Inn, a 



hotel that looked like a cot- 
ton gin which was also com- 
pletely occupied. 

After our Friday fun day, 
Saturday morning was all 
about more seminars. Our 
first lecture was on the 
Emmett Till murder case. A 
young black man who was 
visiting Mississippi was bru- 
tally murdered for talking to 
a white female at a store. 
Emmett Till was only 14- 
y ears-old when he was 
killed. Two white men were 
the ones who killed him and 
the case has just recently 
been reopened because of 
speculation of more than 
two men committing the 
horrible act. It all reverts 
back to power. The power of 
the Mississippi River and 
the power of one race over 
another. Saturday morning 
ended with a man who 
helped compose our won- 
derful topic for this year. We 
had the honor of speaking 
with him and debating with 
each other on various topics. 
Anyone was allowed to 
speak and some of the dis- 
cussions got pretty heavy. 
We discussed things such as 
gas prices, the power of 
Wal-Mart, and the power of 
religion. Many people were 
very passionate on their 
views of how the gas priced- 
affect us and that there is 
almost nothing we can do 
about. 

Overall, the experience 
was great and left me with 
many new ideas and was 
fuel to fire my passion for 
advancing our Phi Theta 
Kappa chapter and impact- 
ing the world around us.
